NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The ensuing Sabbath is known as the “ Great Sabbath.” The origin of the 
title, as stated in the traditional explanation, is peculiar. ‘It will be remembered 
BME that the Israelites in Egypt are cominanded to take the Paschal Lamb on the tenth 
ae of Nisan in readiness for slaughtering on the fourteenth. In the year of Exodus 
ME tho tenth of Nisan, it is said, fell on a Sabbath, and, in order to commemorate so 
: important an act as the open taking for sacrifice of an animal which was sacred 
Beto the Egyptians, the Subbath before Passover has been styled the Great Sabbath. 
Mae As celebrating a practical protest against idolatry aud as foreshadowing the 
Bee ultimate triumph of pure religion over superstition, the Great Sabbath is cer. 
tainly deserving of special observance. But the traditional explanation of its 
is open to doubt. Itis safer to look for its origin in the far simpler fact 
Mumtbat, as the Sabbath immediately previous to Passover, it necessarily would catch 
mmmcome of the reflected importance of the Great Festival. The thoughts of the 
ee pious Israelite would naturally bs influenced on that day by the consciousness 
Mmmof the proximity of Passover, The prayers of the worshipper would take their 
Mmetone from the associations of the Feast, und the preacher would make some 
& aspect of the glorious story of Israael’s deliverance, the theme of his discourse, 
MueNay, togoastep further, the Sabbath before Passover would conceivably be 
mamethe complement of the Festival itself in point of typical significance. If the 
Feast of Freedom recalled not merely the deliverance from Egyptian bondage 
but the hope of a coming redemption in the Messianic era, the Sabbath which 
heralded its advent would be the type of “the great and dreadful day of th® 
Lord,” which was to usher in the Golden Age. Hence the choice of the con- 
Mee cluding chapter of Malachi, with its reference to Elijab, the forerunner of the 
ie Messiah, as he Haphtorah of the day. 


The “ Great Sabbath” has ever been a favourite day with tho preacher, and 
. this distinction it shares with the Sabbath of Repentance, which comes immed- 
See utcly before the Day of Atonement. The ancient custom of delivering a dis- 
= course on the “ Great Sabbath,” even though the preacher might be mute for 
fee "aby a week afterwards, originated in the Talmudic regulation that Passover 
fee ould beinade the subject of pulpit discourses a month before the Festival.

Inthe sketch of the rise of the Jewish 
community in South Africa, which the Rev. A. F. Ornstien, Minister of the 
Cape Town congregation, interpolated in his discourse during the ceremony 
at Qudtshoorn, he mentioned the following interesting fact. When the Cape 
Town congregation was formed in 1842, an obstacle arose to the solemnization 
of marriages owing to the non-appointment of a certified Jewish Registrar. 


The difficulty was at length overcome through an arrangement whereby the | 
| teligious portion of the marriage rites was undertaken by a Jewish minister, 


and the civil portion by a Christian clergyman. And so conscientiously did 
the clergyman fulfil the trast reposed in him, that in the dischargo of his 


voluntary duty, he never uttered a single word which might have sounded 


repugnantly to Jewish ears, 


The sensation caused by the appearance of the Princess Natalie Gortschakoft's 
work “ Juifs et Chrétians ” has in no way abated. The Russian Censorship has 
authorised the free circulation of the book—that is to say, free from the control 
of the censor—throughout Russia. An impartial perusal of the work cannot 
fuil to alter the opinions which the educated Russian entertains of the Jews ; 
and if a translation into Russian could be published, so as to make the Princess 
Gortschakoff’s opinions more accessible to the general public, such a publication 
might play an important part in educating the masses on the Jewish question. 
A German translation by Dr. Adolf Blumenthal has appeared at Mayence, and 
ina letter which the Princess wrote to the translator, she thus sets forth the 
motive that actuated her in penning the work : --‘I have written this brochure 
as a protest against the un;ust accusations formulated by the anti-Semjtic press 
and in order to proclaim far and wide the hereditary virtues of the Jewish race, 
at a time when this race isa target for attacks; and also to make Christians 
understand that the success which generally crowns the commercial enterprises 


of the Jews is due to the essential qualities of their race which Christian’ — 


would do well to imitate.’

One of the causes of the survival of the Jewish people is their power of adapting 
themselves to their environment. They have shown that power in every age. In 
Egypt—to quote aseasonable example—they bowed beneath the oppressor’s yoke only 
to cast it off in the triumph of newly-gained independence. In Babyloniaand in Persia 
they turned the chains of captivity into the garlands of the statesman and the patriot, 
as the story of a Daniel and of a Mordecai conclusively shows. In Grecian cities 
the genius of a Philo knew how to mingle the graces of Hellenic culture with the 
stern theology of the Hebrew Scriptures, In Rome the Jew obeyed by anticipation 
the modern maxim, and did as Rome did, And so in more modern times; but I 
will not weary my readers with further examples. My object is not to write a 
historical disquisition. Let me come to the point at once. This power of self- 
adaptation to existing conditions has been exhibited by the Jewish people in small 
things as wellas in great. It is visible in our cookery. The very eclecticism of 
the Jewish exisine proves how readily Israel has annexed whatever was worthy of 


assimilation in the customs of the varioas peoples among whom he has lived. More- 


over, in the matter of this very cookery the Jews have evincad their wondrous 
capacity for making the best of circumstances. Often debarred by their religious 
observances from eating flesh-meat,'they have cheerfully fallen back on fish, with 
the result that fish-cooking has been raised by them to the dignity of a fine art. 
And so with the special branch of Jewish cookery which has been designed to meet 
the peculiar exigencies of Passover, For a less pliable people the great Spring 
feast, with its multitude of dietary restrictions, would have been a mere Barme, 
cide of banyan days. Its celebration would have partaken more of the Fast than 
the Feast. The bill of fare would have been Motsos, Motsos, ct praterca nihil. The 
biscuits would have been the “bread of affliction” indeed ! But the genius of the 
race has savedit from so dire a calamity, How varied and delightfulare the dishes 
which, despite the prohibition of leaven, are within the reach of even the most 
observant Jew at Passover tide! How wonderfal are the culinary products which, 
with one wave of her magician’s waud, the ‘Jewish cook creates from the Motsos 
themselves. Surely this marvellous transformation of the humble “ bread of affiic- 
tion ” into elaborate and luxurious dishes is eloquent of the indomitable spirit that 
broke asunder the fetters of Egyptian servitude, and achieved national inde- 
pendence ! | 


Still I am free to confess that not every Jewess has this power of culinary adap” 
tation, or knows how excellent Passover fare may become. “ Lor, mum” exclaimed 
my new cook this time last year, when I told her we should have to dispense with 
bread and flour fora week, ‘ Lor, mum, we shall all be starved!” Of course I 
assured her we should be nothing of the kind ; and when Passover was at an end 
she admitted that, had it not been for the additional trouble, she would not have 
minded if it had lasted a'month. I don't go quite so far as that, for besides the 
additional trouble, there is the additional expense of Passover living. But it may 
help some of my sisters in faith to know that their husbands, sons and brothers, to 
say nothing of the female members of the family, may be brought comfortably 
through the critical time of Passover without having just grounds for the discontent 
which the festive diet is apt to provoke in some households. Not only need they 
not be starved, but they may fare sumptuously every day. 


First of all there is almost the entire range of soups available. These can all 
be prepared in exactly the same manneras atany other time of the year. Do they need 
thickening, all that is necessary is to substitute a little fine motsa-meal for 
ordinary flour; but take care to pound the meal well in a mortar, and to sift it 
through a fine sieve. The coarse part can be used for motsa-balls. These latter are 
one of the nett-gains of Passover—that is to say if they are snowflakes, not cannon 
balls, If an egg is used to every soaked biscuit, and only enough meal to make the 
mixture sufficiently dry; if the balls are dropped into the soup when it is quite 
boiling, and boiled for about a quarter ofan hour, they cannot bs heavy, or “sad” 
as they sayinthe north country, The cook who does not make them light after 
following these instructions, mus’ bave a positive genius for doing things wrong, 
As to meat and fish, they are fortunately not leaven ; all the infinite variety of dishe, 
made from them at other times —always excepting beef-steak pie and its copgeners 
which few will regret—is open to us, Fried fish, which has been declared to be one 
of the fundamentals of Judaism, is really better when prepared with Motsa-meal than 
with ordinary flour. To thicken gravies a little fine meal must of course be used, 
and resort must be had to mashed potatoes instead of bread, if veal or fowls are to 
be stuffed. 

But it isin the matter of puddings and sweets that Paseover cookery shines 
most resplendent. Here there is a variety and an excellence which would satisfy a 
Lucullus. The almond pudding we always have with us, at Passover as well ns 
during the rest of the year, and can there be anything simpler to make, and yet 
more delicious when it is made! Where its original home was I am not learned 
enough to tay, but whoever invented it was a benefactor to his species—at least of 
those of his species who are of the Jewish persuasion. It is an example of the 
slowness with which great ideas are assimilated by the general mind that, though 
almond-pudding is a familiar object on the tables of English Jews, English st 
0 veritable triumph of the Jewish culinary art — this pudding ie mag 
Christinas pudding, only moreso? For your Christmas pudding, however deftly 
hien-étre it produces in those who partake of it. He who eats the wate. be 
properly compounded and sufficiently boiled—and remember that much depends a 
the boiling-—-need suffer no qualms, mental or physical, The delight of tasting it is 
euhanced by the thought that the pleasure has not been secured at the cost of the 
digestion. But to achieve so happy a consummation, bear in mind that much biscuit 
and less meal must be used, and boil—no, steam—for many hours, and then for 
many hours again, You can bake it if you like, but to my mind the boiled variet 
bears off the palm, Then there are meal fritters, a dainty dish fit to set before A 
king indeed, and yet inexpensive enough to suit almost the poorest, An sie as

— 


Tue anniversary of the Exodus will be celebrated by all of us next week 
with solemn joy. And the occasion is worthy of all the solemnity that time- 
hallowed associations can give it, of all the’ rejoicing that can cluster 
around the family gathering. The event thus celebra‘ed is one of the earliest 
of which authentic history knows anything, and yet its importance is not 
merely of the past but is intimately connected with the needs of the day, 


Civ lization practically begins its history with the Exodus, and its progress” 


depends on the principles which were for the first time consciously formulated 
in the time of Moszs. | | 

The Exodus was a world-historic event, and yet at first sight the Passover 
that celebrates it seems ouly kept up by a small section of humanity who 
have remained faithful to its principles for three thousand years and more- 
But as a matter of fact the Easter festivals of the Church are only 
« survivals” of Passever, and one of the most strenuous contests of the Early 
Church was whether Easter should be exactly contemporaneous with the 
Jewish Passover. Those who stood out for the identification were termed 
“ Judaisers,” and it might easily have occurred that their party would have 
won the day. Even as it is, according to the Lcclesiastical Calendar, 
Easter is never far off Passover, so that ina measure all Christendom may 
be said to celebrate the Exodus. : 
of the Church, in its two chief forms of the Mass and the Communion 
Service, is only a reminiscence of the Motsa and cup of wins used by its 
founder at his last Passover. Itis worth while reminding ourselves or our 
neighbours of these facts at the seagon of the year, when unfortunately on 
their side, the differences in the two faiths are mainly insisted upon. 


Thus the Passover has left a wider mark on the religious institutions of - 


the world than might at first be thought. But in its essential character the 
Passover is a national celebration and appeals to those whose birthright itis 
to have kept true to the principles it represents through all the generations 
since they were given to the world. It is a proud heritage, but it carries 
with it duties as onerous. The conception of a nation of priests pure and 
holy, even as Gop is pure and holy, is the grandest ideal that has been given 
to any body of men. That Jews have at times fallen short of their ideal is 
merely to state that they are men. Bat the grandeur of the ideal remaing 
unaffected by individual lapses from it, and the Passover records the coven- 
antin which Isaazu took upon itself this lofty rule of life. 

Thus the Passover is the reminder of a mission as well as the record of 
an illustrious event. In its characteristic ceremony, however, the Hagada 
Service on the first two nights, it is chiefly in the latter aspect that it is 
regarded. In obedience to the Divine command, * Thou shalt show it to thy 
gon” the Hagada service becomes in large measure an object lesson in religious 
history. And admirably that object lesson is enforced and expounded, The 
concrete representation of the ‘ bitterness ” of the captivity, the enumeration 
of the plagues, the lengthy accounts of the details of the deliverance are 
admirably adapted for the audience for which it is mainly intended, ths 
children of the house. And even for children of a la-ger growth these 
recitals have a qiidint charm that is mach enhanced by the hallowed memo- 


ries of their youth, The Hagada service is the model form of celebration for 


an historic event among an historic p2ople, and its vitality can bs easily 
understood in the circumstances. 

In this way the Passover becomes pre-eminently the national social 
festival in the ecclesiastical year. Its appeal is tothe national and historic 
side of our faith, though of course it has distinct reference to the principles 
involved in our long struggle for existence. In this way it contrasts most 
strongly with the Day of Atonement, which appeals to each of us in his 


Niy more, the most solemn celebration — 
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individual capacity, and has no reference to what has happened in the 
centuries past. The Day of Atonement might be kept by Unitarians with 

out regard to nationality, race or origin. But it is difficult to conceive the 
chief service connected with Passover carried on by any others than thos» 
who can say “ This is what our ancestors did or suffered in Egypt” or “ This 
is how the Lord released our fathers from the land of bondage.” 

The celebration has fortunately lost much of the dramatic propriety 
which mast have rendered it so pathetic and heartmoving in the Middle 
Ages and down to times within the memory of men now living, While 
oppression lasted, the record of the ancient bondage came home with a force 
of reality which it cannot possess fortunately for the Jews of the West. 
But what we cannot feel from the force of personal suffering we may — appre_ 
ciate by the power of sympathy. To the large majority of our co-r cligionists 
Passover comes with all the old force. To the Jews of Russia, of Roumania, 
and of Morocco, the words’ of the service are no mere historical re miniscence. 
They apply to the very circumstances in which they find themselves situated, 
We, who should feel with our brethrea io afflie tion—affliction due to no 
fault of theirs, nor causel by the ordinary course of nature—may have 


added solemnity and reality joined to’ the anniv ersary of the Release by 


thoughts of their suffering which should nerve us to do all that is possible to 
help towards their Exodus or Freedom. 

Wherefore is this night distinguished above all other nights” ? Ask 
the little ones. The reply is that we record an event that gave us freedom 
to take upon ourselves the noblest ideal that any nation ever accepted for 
ite own. The mission we received from on High, and for thousands of years 
we have remained on the whole true to the lofty destiny we were then called 
upon to fulfil, There have been lapses now and then ; the very struggle for 
existence has too often diverted Isnarn from the aim which makes existence 
worth having. But hitherto Jews have been faithful ; have lived the Jewish 
life as handed down to them by their fathers. Each generation receives 
this tradition of fidelity, which comes with each handing over with greate, 
force to the last representative of the mission, It is the present generation 
who have it in-their hands to make the long travail of the ages nugatory 
or to transmit it in increased effectiveness to the next age. The celebration 
of the Passover should inspire us with fresh ardour not to desert the sacred 
cause but to hand it on with its purity unblemished as we received it, 


THE MADRID CONFERENCE ON MOROCCO. 

It is announced, with an appearance of authority, that the Conference on 
the affairs of Morocco will assemble in Madrid about the middle of April. The 
delay bas been caused by differences of opinion among the Powers to be 
represented at the Conference with regard to the programme but it is 
understood that the plenipotentiaries will deal exclusively with the system of 
consular commercial protection and the abuses arising therefrom. Meanwhile 
the Conjoint Foreign Committee of the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish 
Association is about to send a supplementary memorial to Lord Salisbury 

The letter from the two English bodies (the draft of which was considered 
by the Board of Deputies at their meeting on Wednesday evening) will exprese 
the disappointment caused by the reply of Lord Salisbury to their eet lons 
memorial, his Lordship having stated that the questions referred to in that 
Memorial would not come within the scope of the Madrid Conference.

The PresipENT formally moved the adoption of the annual report and balance 
sheet,a summary of which has already appeared in this journal. 

Mr. Moses Davis, in secondiog the motion, commended the immense amount 


‘timeand labour which the House Committee devoted to the managem-antof the 


institution. There was, he said, a large sphere of usefulness open to the Home whic 
at present was i2 its infancy. 
The motion was then adopted without further discussion, and the President 
delivered his annual address. | 
Mr. Mocarta, who was loudly cheered, said that the friends of the Home might 
well be contented with its progress, management, end general admiaistn- 
tion during the past year. The Committee would be glad ‘if thet 
kind friends would now and then visit the old people, for they felt sure that th 
visitors would carry away with thein feelings of satisfaction at the management of 
the charity. As President he was entitled to take a great deal of the glory on his ows 
head, but he really felt very small at pocketing praise, of which so Jittle was duet 
him personally. The old inmates were happy, their home was comfortable, and thet 
fare, if it did not come up to the standard of West End luxury, was solid and nutn- 
tious, and was highly appreciated by them, Both he and they were contented, and 
he honed the subscribers were equally contented. The Committee received ann 
a fair amount of subscriptions and donations, and there were several gener 
frierds who at their deaths remembered the Home in their wills. There were fev 
institutious with so large anumber of subsoribere, and it was one of the glories o!

The honorary officers of the New Weet End Synagogae have made a new 
departure in synagogue administr ation oy issuiag an Annual Report to the seat- 
boldirs in order to interest them in ite working and to obtain their co-operation 
for ite future prosperity. The Report begins with the profit and.loss acount ; 10 
respect of seatholders during the year the eight losses by eaths or reinovals 
(the former including the important names of Sir Barrow Ellis and Lionel Cohen), 
being exactly balanced by the same number of new seatholders, though no less 
than 125 seats remain unlet, nearly one quarter of the accommodation. Finance 
then engages attention. An income of £3,652 15s. 10d. was almost entirely 
expended, £1,424 5s. going to the United Syngaogue towards the general 
communal burdens, ‘The honorary officers regret that after a trial 
of four years the system of replacing offerings by fixed contributions 
has not been adequately appreciated, less than one half the male 
seatho!ders making euch contributions. A list of these contributors is sent with 
the Report. The honorary officers point out that contributions and legacies may 
now become the exclusive property of ‘the synagogue. 

Referring to the synagogue as 4 spiritual organisation, attention is called to 
the fact that Sabbath attendance leaves much to be desired. The history of the 
Pulpit during the year is given, a list of the more a abge sermons is 
recorded, and attention is called to the excellent Religion Class conducted by 
the Rev. S. Singer. Other items of interest arc an increuse in the number of 
marriages from 9 to 24, the want of artistic synagogue appurtenances and the 
changes in the personnel of the Board of Management.
